WHAT AN ANTI-CELESTIAL SATS ABOUT IT. 


About 300 gathered in Farwell Hall 
last evening to listen to the Hon. P. A. Boach, of

cheap labor question, Though the admission 
was free, the sparseness of the audience showed 
how little interest is taken in this question in 
this city.

be reduced in proportion. The duties of 
sanitary police and sidewalk oan 
be performed sufficiently well and efficiently 
by the regular policemen as they patrol their 
several districts, and it will give them useful 
occupation for their minds, now running to 
seed im the day-time from very inanition. 


Board of Health should be abolished alto- 
gether, as recommended by the Mayor, or it 
should be made an unpaid Board, like the 
Board of Education, Bridewell, Public Li- 
brary, or the Board of Aldermen. The main 
duties of the Health Department should be 
intrusted to a Superintendent, with the as- 
sistance of the police. The fact that, last 
year, only $500 was spent for disinfectants, 
while thousands of dollars were i for 
itself a scandal. The expensive Building 
Bureau should be brought to a timely though 
sudden end, and the duties thereof trans- 
ferred to the Superintendent of “Public 
Works, with the assistance, possibly, of a 
City Architect and the general aid of the 
police in reporting violations of the fire 
ordinance. The offices of City Marshal and 
Tax Commissioner should be promptly va- 
cated, and also that of City Collector, if it be 
found that the unpaid personal taxes of 
former years may be collected by some other 
officer. As to the collection ef license fees, 
that can be given to the City Clerk and dis- 
charged by his present force. These changes 
should be made immediately, and they will 
carry with them an enormous saving in clerk- 
hire and subordinate sinecures. If it be do- 
cided that any of these offices cannot be 
discontinued to take effect until the end of 
the year, they should be abolished now all 
the same, and Mr. Horn oan fall back on 
his powers under the Mayor's bill to practi- 
cally vacate them in the meantime. In the 
foregoing we have indorsed the suggestions 
of Mayor Horws in his message, and find 
room to add bat little thereto. We are sure 
that he has the support of the vast majority 
of the tax-payers of all classes in carrying 
his ideas as expressed in his message into 


As compered with the codes aad practices 
of other countries, there is a serious defi- 
ciency in our criminal laws, and a painful 
lack of appreciation in our public morals as 
to the criminal nature of financial swindles-on 
large scale The common thief who robs 
a till of a few dollars, er the tramp who 
eneaks into the hallway and steals clothes, or 
the poor woman who takes money to buy 
bread for her babes, may be promptly con- 
victed and severely punished in any State in 
the Union. But there has never yet been so 
strict a construction of ‘our laws, National, 


am umpespected end, but not one can be 
pointed to which has brought on the punish- 
ment that should have been meted out to 
it. There have been bank failures in several 
large cities of the country—some in Chicago 
that will be recognized without nam 
ing them—which revealed a prolonged 
and systematic career of dishonesty, 
whereby hundreds and thousands of people 
heave been defrauded, and cheated, and 
plundered just as mach as if the robbers had 
picked their pocketa,—cases in which money 
was secured under false pretenses, retained 
by false oaths, and squandered in riotous 
living and gambling speculations. Such 
swindling as this is reckoned at its proper 
value in other countries, and the swindlers 
are made to suffer the same penalsies that 
are affixed to other kinds of stealing.“ With 
us, however, the enormity of the fraud 
seems only to serve asa palliation, and the 
men who steal millions are pretty eure of 
immunity from punishment. - - 5 
This reflection is, unluckily, not a new one, 
but it takes new life and dught to receive 
more thoughtful consideration from the reve- 
lations of dishonesty that have been made in 
the Freedmen’s Bank management. The 
investigation by the Congressional Commit- 
tee leaves no manner of doubt that some half 
a dozen men (using the names of 
some others who are passively guilty for 
permitting it) employed the machinery 
of this Freedmen’s Bank, organized 
under an act of Congress, and extending 
throughout the entire South, to possess 
themselves of the earnings of the negroes to 
equander on themselves and their private 
speculations. Perhaps there was never so 


philanthropy, and the patriots of the North, 
who won the negro's freedom at the point of 
the bayonet, were made the innocent agents 
of the designing villains who plundered 
them. The organization was a deliberate 
scheme to betray the confidence of the blacks 
in the men who emancipated them, and to 
use this faith as an agency in seizing their 
earnings. Religion, patriotism, friendship, 
honesty, and the pledge of humanity and 
philanthropy, were all outraged. Branches 
were established wherever there was a pros- 
pect that the negroes could earn a dollar, 


the focus of the eystem, and the District Ring 
were the chief beneficiaries. The money 
drawn from the negroes throughout the 
South was put into the hands of these spec- 
ulators almost without a pretense of security, 
and the men who betrayed the trust were 
partners in the schemes and speculations in 
which the money was used. The officers of 
the bank and a majority of the Board of 
Trustees (five in number) were parties to the 
plunder, and in one way or another availed 
themselves of their own criminal administre- 


tion of the trust. Now, theDistrict af Colum-

the immediate Government 
of the United States; and, if there are not 
alréady laws which will reach the men whe 
have been guilty of thes’ transactions, Con- 
gress has the power to make them. Every 
one of the plunderers should be indicted and 
punished, and it will be a lasting disgzace 
upon the countryif they he permitted to 


escape. 

The case has also a politica) bearing. The 
frauds of the Freedmen's Bank were the out- 
growth of the mixture of corruption and 
partisan concealment thereof which has 
brought on all the disgrace that seste apon the 
Republican party. The men who committed 
the frands, and their spologistse, are the 
very persons who are loudest im their pro- 
testa against the nomination of ‘‘a man 
born the other side of Mason and Drxon’s 
line ” as dangerous to the results attained by 
the successful prosecation of the War. Now 
it is true that Mr. Barazow is a native of 
Kentucky, and has always lived in that Stata, 
though his patriotism and Bepublicanism 
it is also true that the men who have been 
engaged for years in the plunder of the ig- 
norant and confiding negroes, and who 
have debased religian and patriot 
iam to this end, were born and 
have generally lived an this adde af Mison 
and Drxon’s line. We fancy thai, if the ne- 
groes who have been cheated out of their 
hard-earned savings could deelde the issus, 
they would prefer to take the chances with a 
man vigorously opposed ty the scoundrels 
who have betrayed them than with a candi- 
date set up by these scoundrels and their 
friends. Cant, hypocrisy, and pretension 
are scarcety safe guides in the present times, 
when exposure is the order of the day and 
uncompromising hostility to thieves is of 
somewhat more canseguence than a Northern 
certificate of birth.

THE CIrf¥ CERTIVICATES. 

The now City Council ase met on the 
threshold of thelr office by the question 
whether the City of Ohicago shall resume 
the business of issuing city certificates, and 
keeping from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 of 
paper of doubtful legality in ecirculatian at 
interest, for the mere luxury of expending 
$2,000,000 annually for salaries for offices 
that are mo longer necessary. The Comp- 
troller presented a special case of peculiar 
circumstances calling for immediate action, 
and the Council voted, weakly we think, 
that a new issue of $300,000 be made. 

Under the decision of the Coust, certificates 
of indebtedness must be issued for definite 
purpose, and in anticipation of revenue from 
taxes specially levied and appropriated, and 
under no other circumstances. Is follows 
that no cortificate can be issued payable out 
of the taxes levied for 1876 to take up an 
outstanding certificate issued last yea. The 
certificates issued in 1876 must be paid out 
of the taxes of 1875 and prior years; they 
cannot be taken up by certificates issued in 
anticipation of the taresof 18764. As the 
$4,000,000 or moe of ald certificates can 
only be paid by collectians from the taxes of 
1875 and prior years, there is nothing gained 
by taking up one overdue note and giving an 
illegal one in place of it. The better course 
is to let all outstanding certificates stand as 
they are, and as the taxes are collected let 
the certificates be taken up and canceled 

But what is to be done for the currant 
year? The appropriations and tax for 13876 
cover the period ending Deo. 31, 18%, while 
the bulk of the tax for that period will not 
be collected before July, 1877. How ase the 
current expenses to be met? Under che 
decision of the Coust id is lawful to antici- 
pate the collection of this tax by giving to 
the contractor or servant of the city a state- 
ment showing that the ty is indebted to 
him, and that he will be paid ous of the tax 
levied for that purpose when the same is 
collected. But, axcept for payments on the 
interest of the public debt requiring cash, 
there ought to be no certificates of indebted- 
ness iasued. The tax levied for the last nine 
months of 1876 can be made to exceed the 
expenditure at least one million of dollara 
This can be done by making the partial ro- 
ductions proposed by Mr. Hornz general in 
all departments of the City Government, 
and, when collected, this surplus tax can be 
made the beginning of a new system of 
finance whereby each year’s expenditures can 
be paid out of each year’s current collections, 
instead of paying them a year and a half 
later. 

We know that the Oomptrofles has staked 
his opinion on the wisdom of borsowing 
money on paper which the city has no legal 
authority to issue. Bui that system is none 
the less vicious because the Comptroller in- 
sists on adhering to u. There has not heen 
a day for two years and more when thare has 
not been outstanding certificates of indebted- 
ness amounting from a million and a half to 
five millions of dollars. Ontside of the 
Comptroller's office, not a ditizen had any 
knowledge how much of such paper was out- 
standing. It has been the good fortune of 
the city that it has had such a man. as Mr. 
Hayes in the Compfroller’s.offica. To anoth- 
er kind of man the opportunity of issuing 
bogus certificates by the million of dollars 
was almost unlimited, and, had there heen a 
careless or a dishonest man in the office, 
there would probably be now an unknown 
amount of this questionable scrip afloat. As 
itis, the sooner the whole volume of that 
kind of paper is taken up hy payment, and 
not by renewal, the betten The taxes af 
1875 will be largely collected the next 
ninety days, and as fast as collected should 
be applied to this ecrfp. ‘Do take up acrip by 
issuing renewals is only temporizing ; is is 
only putting off the day when the system 
will collapse. Now is the time to stop it 
Let the back taxes as they come in be applied 
vo taking up the old paper, and let there be 
no new paper issued. 

About the only creditable thing that 
Plymouth Church has done for some time was 
the unanimous vote Thursday evening to ex- 
pel Bowen. The position which the Church 
has assumed toward Mr. Ruscuzr damanded 
this action. It could not, with any decent 
regard for truth or dignity, retain as one of 
its members a man who has denounced its 
pastor as an adulterer and perjuzar, and who 
still persistently refuses to seveal the evi- 
dence of it which he claims to have in his 
possession. Bowzw himself is not entitled 
to any sympathy, and probably none will be 
wasted upon him. He has acted the part of 
a scandal-monger and fale friend from the 
beginning. He dismissed Nan from the 
Independent and the Brookign Union for 
doing just what he prompted him to do. 
Since Bzzonwr’s trial he has gone about with 
mean insinuations, with “I could an’ I 
would” constantky on his tongue, and yet has 
declined to avail himself of any of the 
numerous opportunities to justify his mut- 
terings. The case is a very simple one 
Either BoD knows something or he knows 
nothing. If he knows nothing of his own 


b= has acted the part of a vilifier 
—— — te tae some- 
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thing that warrants his accusations. If he 


knows anything of that kind, he has acted 
the part of a meak and a coward by dealing 
in insinnations and then refusing to make 
them good. He cannot fall back upon any 
pledge of secrecy, because he has violated 
that pledge a hundred times by his repeated 
intimations of a personal knowledge that 
Brzcuxs is an adulterer. He is an utterly 
despicable character, whatever view be taken 
of his position in this matter, and respectable 
society generally will do well to imitate 
Plymouth Church, and kick him « out. 
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NATIONAL ANTIPATHIES. 

The London Spectator, in a gossipy article, 
calls attention to the national antipathies of 
individuals. National antipathies have often 
been discussed; but the antipathies of an indi- 
vidual against nations is a new theme. There 


ess almost endless illustrations of this. Dr. 


Joumsou hated Scotchmen. Him always 
abused Englishmen. Carta does not like 
North Amesicana. Tutor is spiteful to- 
wards the Jewa. Lord Dor hates the Ital- 
fans as cordially as Faoups dislikes the Irish, 
tm which dislike Tuina was quite as eor- 
dial as Panoups. In our own country there is 
probably not an Irishman who does not de- 
test the negro race, and there is probably not 
a negro who does not detest the Irish race. 
The Spectator very ingeniously assumes as 
the cause of this antipathy that the hater at- 
tributes some quality which he detests to the 
particular foreigner, and then takes 
the groand that all the foreigners of 
that nation possess this particular quality, 
and hates the nation ever afterward with 
that vehemence and passion which he ex- 
pends upon the peculiar quality he detests. 
Another odd feature of this antipathy is the 
fact that the hater ef a particular nation 
very often knows nothing about that nation, 
bat acts upon the general impression that it 
is possessed of the quality which he dislikes, 
and this prejudice in time grows strong 
that it becomes ea belief which cannet be 
shaken by any amount of testimony. This 
ig true to such an extent that some envoys 
to foreign countries, although they have had 
ample opportanity to become acquainted 
with the nations to which they have been 
accredited, have been rendered almost use- 
lees by their prejudices. The most 
singular feature of this individual an- 
tipathy towards natious, perhaps, is 
the cordial dislike of the French 
as well as of fhe Irish by the average En- 
glishman ; and this dislike is a fair illustra- 
tion of what we have already said. In each 
instance it grows out of the Englishman’s 
dislike of certain qualities which he imputes 
to these nations, and in each instance these 
nations are eharacterized by exactly the op- 
posite qualities. Notwithstanding that the 
Irish and French are next-door neighbors, 
the Englishman does not seem to be aware 
that he is disliking them for qualities which 
they do not and never have possessed. For 
instance, the French as a nation are almost 
as conservative as the Chinese. The French 
peasantry are the most conservative people 
in the world They pursue agricul- 
tural methods which were im vogue 
eenturies ago. They are conservative in 
mannera, speech, and drews. Notwithstand- 
ing thia, the average Englishman will never 
be convinced that they are not the most 
fickle people in the world, and, as he dis- 
likes fickleness, he consequently dislikes 
Frenchmen; his dislike has become so 
persistent and ingrained that it is proverbial 
the world over. The same is true with re- 
gard to the Irish They are as a race a 
melancholy people, and yet the Englishman 
believes that they are a merry, silly race, 
and, as he hates silliness, he hates the Irish 
with the most ceaseless prejudice and ma- 
lignity. With regard to this point the Spec-. 
lator says : 

The same dielike accompanied with knowledge ts 
common among Frenchmen, and we should, on 
ear personal observation, add Americans, whe 
have lived much im Engiand,—it was distinctly 
perceptible in Hawtuorne, —while it ia, on the 
whole, the pale rather than the exception among 
Englishmen who have lived long in Switzerland, 
that puzzling country, where the people seem to be 
able to do everything except develop considerable 
men. France charms the great majority of man- 
kind, but there are Englishmen whom no length of 
residence cures of their dislike, while it seems 
nearly impossible for a Frenchman te esteem Ital- 
ians, nearly related to them as he is, even to the 
degree that Austrians esteem them. One would 
gay that an observant, rather dreamy American, 
who thoroughly knew any part af Germany, wouid 
like either all Germans or th. section of them he 
knew, but Juman Horsens ‘* Saxon 
Studies,“—a book most attractive for ite thonght- 
fulness, its acid humorousuesa, and its insight, —is 
seriously injured by the sort of passion of dislike 
which breaks out in almost every page, —a dislike 
the more remarkable because Mr. Hawrnoanns, 
unlike bis father, does not dislike the English. 

The Spectator might have pursued the sub- 
ject farther, and, if it had, would undoubted. 
ly have found ti ¢ these individual antipa- 
thies towards nations were peculiarly Euro- 
pean. We doubt if the Americans possess 
these antipathies to any considerable extent. 
Americans have their preferences, but as a 
rule their relations toward other nations do 
not actually amount to a hatred, or even to a 
dislike which is not removed by contact and 
knowledge,—a fact. which lies at the bottom 
of our friendly relations with all European 
nations and of our impartial comment and 
criticisin of European international ques- 
tions. : 

AN EPISCOPAL VIEW OF MIRACLES. 

A very remarkable article has recently ap- 
peared in the Enghsh Church Quarterly Re 
view upon miracles, which is attracting con- 
siderable attention in that country. It may 
be premised that the Church Quarterly Review. 
is the leading organ of the English Church, 
which removes its prthodory far from any 
taint af suspicion. The first point made b 
the eview is that the chief purpose of mir- 
acles was not intellectual instruction, but 
modifications ef national or individual des- 
tiny of a kind to secure some great moral 
end. It has also created still further atten- 
tention and discussion in England that the 
Spectator, another arthodox publication, sus- 
tains this view. Its position will be of in 
terest : 

This is seally the only view of the Jewish and 
Christian miracles which will hold water for a wo- 
ment. No one can say, of nine at least out of every 
ten mivacies pecorded in the Bible, ef what dog- 
matic truth they were even supposed to be the guar- 
antee. And even where sucha truth can be sur- 
mised, no one could show that the miracles worked, 
asis supposed, im connection with i, really do 
guaranice K. The Gospels indeed assume that 
something like preternatural pewers may be wield- 
ed by vil men, and also by good men who are not 
chosen messengers of God, bat who are with 
Him only so fr os they are not against 
Him. All that a miracle, assumed to be true, 
shows concerning the person who predicts or is m- 
strumental in bringing k bout, is that he has 
either some very unusdal knowledge or some very 
unusual power. Whether that knowledge or power 
is of the kind which we call divine can only be de- 
sided by the consideration of a great number of 
other carcamstances, of which the mora! and spirit- 
ua) driftof the events of which it formed a part, 
and the historical origin and historie. effect of that 
series of events, are probably quite the most im- 
portant. 

The second bomb which the Aura Quar- 
terly Review explodes under the position gs- 
sumed by a large class of Christian people is 
that miracles must not be regarded as “s 
suspension ar infraction of the laws qr prip 
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ciples of Nature, but simply as the introduo- 


tion of such new conditions, by the exercise 
of asupernatural will, as will impress an ar- 
ticulate purpose and signifiance on those 
natural causes which, when left to them- 
selves, could only be understood as parts of 
a system, not as embodying any individual 
lesson.” This view has been substantially 
taken by Hume and others who wrote before 
this time. It is tantamount to the declara- 
tion that, in case of a miracle, no exist- 
ing condition of things has been inter- 
rupted, no law has been suspended, but some 
new condition has been established setting 
in operation some new phenomena of Nature, 
which are proportionately mysterious and 
awe-inspiring as the beholder is ignorant or 
credulous. The Review draws the following 
illustration: ‘‘Thus our Lord warned his 
Disciples against supposing that the persons 
killed by the fall of the Tower of Siloam 
were in any sense punished by what we now 
call a Divine judgment. All that could prop- 
erly be inferred from the circumstance itself 
was that all the eighteen suffered the natural 
consequence of some negligence on the part 
of the builders or conservators of the 
tower,—not that God had any common 
moral purpose—the same for all—m 
their death” This is a very bold 
assumption for an evangelical church organ. 
If this be an orthodox view, what becomes 
of the belief of many Christian people that 
when a theatre takes fire and lives are lost 
thereby it is a manifestation of the an- 
ger of the Almighty against those who were 
in attendance; that when a railroad-train 
running on Sunday meets with disaster it is 
a Divine judgment and punishment; or that 
when a pleasure-boat sailing on the first day 
of the week is blown over by a sudden gust, 
and some one is perhaps drowned, it is a di- 
rect visitation of Divine displeasure at the 
„violation of the Sebbath”? Tue rationale 
of the miracle is thus concisely put by the 

All laws operating in the lower regions of matter 
are at work also in the higher, but their effects are 
vitally altered by the laws of the higher; chemical 
laws assume the mechanical, but add new and im- 
portant principles which wholly alter their effect; 
vital laws assume chemical laws, but add new 
principles which transform them; the action of 
the human will assumes physiological laws, but 
adde a new directing principle; and so, too, super- 
natural events assume the laws of all that we call 
natural phenomena as their basis, and involve only 
new controlling principles which greatly modify 
the issue. 

As to the application of the miracle, ft 
says: All the energies of the physical world 
are as constant a quantity, even in relation 
to God, as they are in relation to man, and 
that God works miracles only by altering the 
disposition of the forces which He himself 
provides, and never by creating a new force. 
The most important feature of this discus- 
sion of the miracle is not so much its influ- 
ence upon religious philosophy, which will 
be very important, as its indication of a 
gradual change in perception of the laws of 
the universe, which progresses in proportion 
to the spread of intelligence, investigation, 
and reflection. The more the human mind is 
enlightened the juster and clearer become 
its conceptions of the nature of Divine Prov- 
idence, and the laws by which the Almighty 
governs men as well as spheres.

Once more comes the story of the dissonance 
of married musical couples, affording Mr. 
Hawes, of “ Music and Morals” celebrity, an 
opportunity to speculate as to the causes which 
produce such want of harmony when the marital 
chords should be in full concord. This time it 
is the famous London conductor, VIANESI, who 
has brought suit to nullify the marriage be- 
tween himself and Mrs. HENDERSON. It appears 
that Viangsr made the acquaintance of Mrs. 
HENDERSON, whose husband had deserted her, in 
1863, she being at that time achorus singer at 
Covent Garden. He offered her an engagement 
at Moscow, which she accepted. After a time 
she consented to live with him as his wife. In 
1868 a ceremony of marriage was performed on 
the assumption that HenpERson was dead. 
They lived together fora long time affection- 
ately. In 1871, however, differences arose, and 
from that time until their final separation they 
ltved in separate apartments. In 1875 VIANEsI 
consulted his lawyers on the subject 
of his differences with his wife, and as the re- 
sult of his consultation and subsequent in- 
quiries it was ascertained that HENDERSON was 
living. He then brought suit to nullify the 
marriage on the ground that the first husband 
was living when the marriage was consummated. 
He admitted that they could not agree; that on 
one occasion she slapped his face and he blacked 
her eye; that on another occasion she threw a 
jog of milk in his face and he then knocked her 
down. The jury, however, found that Mr: 
HENDERSON was not alive, cose quently poor 
VInssrs petition was dismissed, and he re- 
mains tied to Mrs. HENDERSON as fast as ever. 


The San Francisco papers are further exercised 
over the silver problem. This time for fear the 
silver paid out by the Treasury Department 
will pour im upon California in such quantity as 
to practically supplant the gold currency. Silver 
being now, this side the mountains, on a par 
with greenbacks, the Californians want to know 
what is to hinder its being sent there on specu- 
lation to be exchanged for gold. The plethora 
of silver about which there has been such ado 
on the Pacific coast has been of trede dollars, 
not of the regular silver coins. This because 
any holder of silver bullion can have it coined 
into trade dollars at a mere nominal cost, while 
the silver halves, etc., are only issued from the 
Mint ia exchange for gold at their full face 
value, though the intrinsic value of the halves 
is but 89 cents on the dollar. Consequently, no 
more of them have been in circulation there 
than are needed for change. The question now 
is, since on this side the mountaius the halves 
can be obtained in exchange for greenbacks, 
whether they will not be sent to California on 
speculation, to be exchanged for gold, ao long 
as they circulate thereon ea par with it to the 
amount of five dollars.

MISSIONS AND TRACTS. 
THE HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting of the American Home 
Missionary Society was held May 10 in New 
York. The report of the Executive Committee 
was read by the Rev. Dr. Clapp. The Society 
has 979 ministers of the Gospel in its service in 
thirty-three different States and Territories. It 
has ten missionaries, who have preached during 
the vear to congregations of colored people, and 
thirty-seven who have preached in foreign 
languages—twenty-one to Welsh, thirteen 
to German, one to French, and two 
to Swedish congregations. The num- 
ber of pupils in Sabbath-schools ts 85,870. 
Ninety-two churches have been organized by 
the missionaries during the year, and 41 have 
become self-supporting; 55 houses of worship 
have been completed, 128 repaired, and 20 oth- 
ers are in process of erection; 202 churches re- 
port revivals of religion, and 500 missionaries 
report 6,297 hopeful conversions. The addi- 
tions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, have been 7,836, viz. ; 4,869 on profession 
and 2,967 by letter. The total recei ef the 

ear have been $310,027.62, and the nditures 
871.84, leaving $13,906.62 still due to mis- 
sionaries for labor performed, but not yet re- 
ported. In addition to these past dues, appro- 
priations already made and daily becoming due 
amount to ,915.42, the total of 
pledges aan toward — — which,
